(1) Claims 1-4 and 11-12 

The inventions set forth in claims 1-4 and 11-12 are 
not novel and do not involve an inventive step in the 
light of document 1, cited in the international search 
report . 

Claim 1 as newly amended now reads "having a rutile 
type crystal morphology"; however, document 1 also states 
that "the titanium dioxide can be rutile type titanium 
dioxide" (see description, page 13, lines 10-13, and 
example 2) . 

The provisions about satisfying the numerical range 
for the "primary particle size in the particulate titanium 
oxide" given in claim 1 and the ranges for "containing 
alumina and zinc as well as titanium oxide, and the 
contents thereof" given in claims 2-3 are also mentioned 
xn document 1, cited in the international search report, 
xn the places indicated above. 
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Claim 4 delimits the titanium oxide as "particulate 
titanium oxide having selectively low transmittance of 
infrared radiation of a wavelength of 3 pm or less", and 
this is not mentioned in document 1; however, since 
"particulate titanium oxide" described in claims 1-3 is 
disclosed, this can naturally be said to have the same 
properties . 

The "use of this titanium oxide in a coating" 
claimed in claim 11, and use in "plastic compounds for 
moulding" claimed in claim 12, are described in document 1 
as "employment of this titanium compound as a pigment and 
material for plastic", and there is no substantial 
difference between the two. 



(2) Claims 5-10 and 13-14 

The inventions set forth in claims 5 and 13-14 do 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 
and 2. And the inventions set forth in claims 6-10 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 
3. 

The use of the "particulate titanium oxide in 
cosmetics" claimed in claims 5 and 13-14 is known art, as 
disclosed in document 2; therefore, a person skilled in 
the art could easily conceive of using this titanium oxide 
in cosmetics as claimed in claims 5 and 13-14. 

Further addition of a potassium compound to form 
colour-stable titanium dioxide as claimed in claims 6-10 
is known art, as disclosed in document 3,- therefore, the 
inventions set forth in claims 6-10 are merely the use of 
this known art in document 1, which would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art.
